“optional expenditure.” In that the increase in 
the last 6 years was not less than 58 per cent. 
Recurring to the meansof meeting the deficit, he 
owned that hie was not satisfied with our system of ex- 
penditure; still, all changes must of netessity be 
gradual, Ther were, again, commercial reforms and 
improvements. There were those who considered 
that these reforms ought to be kept for fair weather and 
a flourishing exchequer. Against that doctrine he ear- 
nestly protested. He declared, on the part of the Go- 
verument, that — were ready and prepared to go 
in commercial improvement. It was only by 

vs of these reforms that the country was ena 
ar high taxation, Could the country have borne the 
neome-tax of the last half year, if it bad not been for 
reased improvement? He showed, from figures, 
that the relaxation and reform of the commercial 
system had given the cCountty, fot ohly the dis- 
position, but the power, to pay this, inasmuch 
as the revenues of the departments were increased as 
the duties were relaxed. It thus appeared that indircet 
taxation should be relaxed in favour of direct taxation, 
and it only remained to see upon what principle. The 
Government did not at present intend to deal with tea 
aud sugar. ‘These were merely revenue duties, and in- 
volved none ofthe complexities of differential duties. 
The labouring classes were more benefited by an en- 
larged system of free trade, rather than by relaxing indi- 
vilual duties, as creating higher price for labour. 
It was upon this — the Government intended

to act. hey proposed to retain the tea and 
sugar duties at the present rate for a year. He 
then gave an outline of the French Commercial 


Treaty. France reluce from July Ist, 1860, duties on 
coal; from October Ist, oh iron, fram December Ist, 
on tools; from June Ist, 1861, on goods manufactured 
from flax, hemp, and jute; from October Ist, 1861, France 
removes all prohibitions on all English manufactured 
gvods, placing on them an ed valorem duty not exceeed 
ing do per cent. ‘Thit masimum Was, after three years, 
to be reduced to 25 per cent. On theother hand, England, 
on her part, abolishes immediately, and without excep- 
tion, all duties on manufactured goods. We reduce the 


duty on brandy from 15s. per gallon to the colonial 
duty of Se. 2 ., and the duty on wine from 44. 10d. to 
3s., to be farther reduced from April, 1861, upon a 
scale depending upon the strength of the wine. 
As to the effect of these reductions, he estimated from 
wines relief to the consumers of £950,000; and a loss to 
the revenue of £515,000, On brandy,a rehef to the con- 
sumers of £446,000, and a loss to the revenue of 
£225,000, and the loses to the revenue on manufactured 
goods at £442,000. Lie doclated that the treaty shewed 
no subserviency to France. They had given nothing to 
France which they had not given as a rich gift to 
themselves, and they had made no sacrifice except what 
they would Mave made in any case under au cullghtened 
system of trade.

He entered into an ela- 
borate defence of the treaty, declaring that we should 
do equal good to ourselves and to France by the intro- 
duction of a liberal system, and declaring that wine, 
which, like tea in the last century, was the rich man's 
luaury, would ike tea, be the poor man a comfort, 
denied that any of the duties repealed were revehue 
duties. As a proof of this, they were only opposed by 
interveted parties. He entered, at great length, into the 
wine trade, to show low injuriousty the prefe't stem

stamp upon dock warrants; licences to ecating-

He would likewise repeal 
some other small stamp cxemptions, and would 
thus obtain an increase of Z510000 in the 
Customs, and £346,000 in the inland Revenue.

Feasaret Stornwe IN tue Arterie OF 
AsOTHER Bui ro Litrerroor.—-On Tuésday afternoon 
the Guy Mannering, one of the most magnificent Ame- 
rican ships sailing from the Mersey, returned to Liver- 
pool after being 32 days in the Altantic Oeean, in a vain 
attempt te reach New York. The Guy Mannering sail- 
ed from Litetposl, under the command of Captain 
Dollard, for New York on the 6th January last, with 
a general cargo. On the 24th day ont the ship had only 
reached lon. 26) W. lat. 68 N. Captain Dollard states 


| that for 18 days he encountered the most fearful gales 


and heary sens he hadever witnessed. So great was the 
strain of the seas on the quarter of the ship that the rud- 
der was broken offat the trunk, and the ship atthe same 
time was making mach water. Several of the crew were 
injured, and the rails were blown from their bolts into rib- 
bows. One man was killed by the sea washing a boat 
on the tew of him; another ie now on the point of death, 
having fallen from the main topeail yard, a height of 
nearly 100 feet. Nine of the crew are aleo laid up in 
the ftrreeaetle thoroughly disabled, and of the rest of the 
crew of 24, ned one man is free from boilsand sores 
caused by the constant section of the salt water and the 
inturies they received. All the skylights and loose ar- 
ticles were washed from the deck, and the cabins filled 
with water. In te of these fearful troubles and dis- 
asters, Captain Dollard (the beau ideal of a cool, clever 
‘eaman) brought his vessel to port again, without the 
ald of @ steam tug, though the rudder hea to be worked 
from the sides ef the vessel with chains and tackle. The 
gales generally commented §.8.W., and veered round to 
N_N.W., the seas being the worn Captain Dollard ever 
saw.

There was a large show of horses, many of them su- 
perior to the clase usually offered for sale here. For 
these animals there was a tair demand, and good prices 
were btained, while the commoner kinds were not so 
much asked for. Of black cattle there was also a large 
supply, but prices were low, except for beef cattle and 
springers, which found ready sale at good prices, There 
was an average supply of sheep, for which good prices 
were realised.

These three 
Church sovereignties along the Rhine, up to the French 
Revolution, held their own, and their subjects were 
loyal and contented. Had the Princes insisted on 
clerical subordinates monopolising all the public offices, 
that system would not have endured a twe vemonth. 

The pride of caste, and the fixed idea of standing by 
his order through thick and thin, seems to have blinded 
Dupanloup to all consequences, and he appears to 
court a scandalous notoriety. Lis newest display is a 
terribly long-winded letter to the Constitutionnel, abus- 
ing his predecessor in the see of Orleans, Bishop Rous- 
seau, preacher in ordinary to Louis XVI, and one of 
the suffering confessors and non-jurors of the (Ce 
tuante in 1792, whose pastoral on the non-necessity of 
any temporal power was published in 1810. Bishop 
Rousseau is denounced in every form of invective. He 
| is accused of getting one of his relatives made a baron 
de Tempire, as if Antonelli did not get his brother, the 
corn factor, made a Roman count, as Lambruschini, 
Gregory's Vizier, did before him. Dupauloup taunts 
his mitred predecessor with being vain of his pas- 
torals, as if the present wearer of that mitre did not 
think his own performances in that line worthy of an 
arm chair in the “ Academie,” to which they were his 
only credentials when he cagerly sought that distine- 
tion. Another fault he finds with Bishop Rousseau, 
viz., he had the audacity to pen a pastoral strongly re- 
commending “vaccination” to the peasantry, perhaps 
the most truly humane and sensible topic ever broached 
in such a document. He talks of hauling down 
Rousseau's portrait from the episcopal scries in the re- 
4 sidence allotted by the State at Orleans, and denounces 
two other bishops who came after him, Raillon and De 
Jarente, for holding similar views. In fact, he turns 
from Grandguillot and other writers of the Varis press 
to roast his own co- prelates, and, as Tom Moore has it, 
proceeds to 

„ich up, 
Instead of fried journalists, fricaseed bishop.” 
The laity of France look on, and draw their own infe- 
rences from all this unseemly exhibition. 

The Emperor hus just granted a pension of 6,000f, 
to Captain Delvigne, the real discoverer of the tamed 
“ Minie” or “Enfield” rifle, the scientific principle of 
which is unquesiionably his sole invention, as Colonel 
Minie makes no difficulty in admitting. Their first 
tise was by the Chasseurs de Vincennes or d'Orleans. 
in 1840; but Delvigne suffers like Columbus, and the 
name of Americus Vespucci has supplanted that of the 
real originator. 

THE POPE AND THE EMPEROR. 

The Independance states that the following letter has 
been addressed by the Pope to the Emperor Napoleon 
It will be seen that his Holiness refuses to surrender the 
Romagna :--- 

Sire. -I received the letter which your Majesty has 
had the goedness to write to me, and L reply to it without 
evasion and with an open heart. In commencing, 1 do 
not hide from myself the difficult position ot your 
Majesty; I see it in all its gravity. Your Majesty could 
leave this position by some decisive measure which per- 
haps excites your repugnance, and it is precisely be- 
cause you find yourself in this position that you advise 
me again, for the peace of Europe, to cede the insurgent 
provinees, while assuring me that the lowers will 
guarantee to the lope those which remain to him. 

“A project of this nature presents insurmountable 
difticultics, and to become convinced of it it is sufficient to 
reflect upon my situation, my sacred character, and 
the rights of the Holy See---rights which are not those 
of a dynasty, but of all Catholics. The difficulties are 
insurmountable, because 1 cannot cede that which does 
not belong to me, and because I see but too clearly that 
the victory which would be given to the revolutionists 
of the Legations would serve asa pretext and encourage- 
ment to the native and foreign revolutionists of the 
other provinces to play the same game, seeing the 
success of the first ; and when I sey revolutionsts, | 
speak of theleast considerable and the most audagious 
part of the populations. 

The lowers you say will guarantee the rest ; but in 
the grave and extraordinary cases which are to ve fore- 
cen, and considering the numerous aids which the ip- 
habitants receive from without, will it be possible forthe 
lowers to use their force in an efficacious manner? It 
that is not so, your Majesty will be persuaded with me 
that the usurpers of others’ goods, and the revolution- 
ists, are invincible when they are only met by means of 
reasoning. 

„ However that may be, I am compelled to declare 
openly that | cannot cede the Legations without viola- 
ting the solemn oaths which bind me, without pro- 
ducing a disaster and a shock in the other provinces, 
without bringing wrong and shame upon all Catholics, 
without weakening the rights, not only of the Sovercigns 
of Italy, unjustly despoiled of their domains, but of the 
Sovereigns of the whole Christian world, who cannot 
see the destruction of certain principles with indiffer- 
ence. 

“ Your Majesty makes the repose of Europe to depend 
upon the cession by the l’ope of the Legations which 
for fifty years have causcd so much embarrassment to 
the l’ontifical Government ; but, as | promised in begin- 
ning this letter to apeak openly, let me be permitted to 
return the argument. Who can count the revolutions 
which have occurred in France during the last sixty- 
six years ? But at the same time, who will dare to say 
to the great French nation, that fur the repose of 
Europe it is necessary to restrain the limits of the ein- 
pire? The argument proves too much, accordingly 
permit me to reject it. And, moreover, your Majesty is 
Wot ignorant by What persons, with what funds, with 
what support the late attemps at Bologna, Ravenna, and 
other cities, have been made. Almost the entire popu- 
lation remained terror-stricken at the movement, which 
no one expected, and which they were not disposed to 
fullow. But your Majesty observes that if I had ac- 
ecpted the project expressed in the letter which you 
sent me through M. Meneval, the insurgent provinces 
would be now under my authority. “To tell the truth, 
this letter was opposed to that with which you honoured 
me before the commencement of the Italian campaign, 
and in which you gave me consoling assurances without 
causing me apy trouble. However, the letter to which 
— allude proposed to me in its first part a project as 
nadmissible as the present ; and as to the second part, 
I have adopted it, as the documents consigned to the 
hands of your Ambassador at Rome will show. 

“ I see also this phrase of your Majesty's, that if] had 
accepted this project, I should have preserved my au- 
thority over these provinces—an expression which seems 
ty denote that at the point at which we have arrived they 
are lost to me for ever. Sire, I pray you, in the name 
ol the Church, and also in your own interest, so to act 
that my apprehension be not justified. Certain memoirs, 
called secret, tell me that the Emperor Napoleon 1. has 
left tohis family warnings worthy ofa Christian philoso 
pher, who in adversity found resources and allevia- 
tion in religion alone. It is certain that we shall 
all shortly appear before the Supreme tribunal, to 
render a strict account of all our deeds, our words, and 
our thoughts. Endeavour, then, to appear before this 
great tribunal of God in such a way as to experience the 
effects of His pity, and not those of His justice. 1 speak 
thus to you in my character of Father, which gives me 
, the right to tell the whole truth to my sons, however 
elevated their position in the world. For the rest, I 
thank you for your friendly expressions in my regard, 
and for the assurance you give me that you wish to con- 
tinue to me the solicitude which you say you have had 
for me up to the present time. It only remains to me 
to pray to God to pour upon you, upon the Empress, and 
upon the young Imperial Prince, the abundance of His 
blessings.

REVIEW OF THE CORN TRADE, 

Duntiy, Tnursoay Eventno.—This has been one of the 
worst winters on record for ploughing and other field work. 
The whole country between this and Cork is completely 
saturated with moisture, the rainfall having been unprece- 
dentedly great, in certain localities indicating full ten inches. 
Yesterday frost set in, and with such an intensity that to-day 
the feeling was that days of ordinary freezing had been con- 
centrated into a single night. The weather for the last week 
has assumed a very severe aspect in Scotland, and the ground 
in many parts is covered with snow to a greater depth than 
has been the case for years. The improvement in the trade 
so long predicted, and so patiently waited for, seems mow at 
hand. Thee e for the better has been brought about in 
a natural way. ‘The foreign importations, though liberal for 
the season of the year, are evidently lessening. The con 
sumption is large, and is telling. ‘The reports that reach us 
during these few davs from the principal martsin Euxland 
and Scotland have a decidedly healthy tone. From the 
greatly improved commercial position of Dublin, and owing 
to the scanty supplies we receive from our own farmers, we 
have for the last month been enabled to take from the 
south-east of England a very large amount of their 
wheat. ‘The arrivals into this port from Ipswich with this 
urain are unprecedented. We cannot note a positive advance in 
wheat this week, but sales can be made at prices not obtain- 
able ten days ago, and we hear of a transaction to-day of 
2,000 barrels of Odessa, all Ghirka, at a price that has not 
transpired. Malting barley is getting into a small compass, 
and holders are inclined to raise their pretensions. (nts sell 
more freely, the distillers being keen buyers of certain qua- 
lities, anu the reports that reach us of the short supplies of 
feeding stuffs cross-channel gave a sharp tone to this market 
last Tuesday, so that at a public sale of acargo of white 
prepared in dispute on that day, under considerable disad- 
vantages to the article, the price obtained was muci more 
than had been paid for them two months ago.

The following evidence was given by the plaintiff — n 
the day in question he travelled about nine miles with the 
defendant : he was abused by him nearly the entire 
wav; no ill-feeling had existed between him and the defen 
dunt: when the action was instituted, the defendant sail he 
would make an apology, and post same upon the door of the 
appel.

Should 
the Pontiff be advised by his cardinals to quit Rome, 
he was at liberty to take that step; on his return he 
would find the city and territory under municipal and 
secular organisation, with a code of laws in accordance 
with the requirements of civil society, and his kingship 
le henceforth would be secured.” 
This arrangement has made no provision for the “ monsig- 
novi’ the “curia,” the “ prelatura,” and the host of 
clerical hangers-on and about the court ; but Napoleon 
III. sees no absolute necessity for that class of the 
priesthood not resuming their proper avocation, leav- 
ing secular magistracy and functions to laymen. Each 
cardinal has a parish church in the city, of which he 
is, by a pleasant fiction, held to be the rector. rhere is 
nothing to prevent that fiction becoming a reality. 
When there was a Sovereign Arch ishop Elector 
of Cologne, he alone reigned—all his subalterns and 
executive were laymen. The Prince Bishop of Liege 
had no clerical machinery for ruling his territory. 
The Archiepiscopal Ruler of Mayence did not employ 
priests to administer the Government. These three 
Church sovereignties along the Rhine, up to the French 
Revolution, held their own, and their subjects were 
loyal and contented.. Had the Princes insisted on 
clerical subordinates monopolising all the — offices, 
that system would not have endured a twe vemonth. 
The pride of caste, and the fixed idea of standing by 
his order through thick and thin, seems to have blinded 
Dupanloup to all consequences, and he appears to 
court a scandalous notoriety. His newest display is a 
terribly long-winded letter to the Jonstitutionnel, abus- 
ing his predecessor in the see of Orleans, Bishop Rous- 
seau, preacher in ordinary to Louis XVI, and one of 
the suffering confessors and non-jurors of the Consti- 
tuante in 1792, whose pastoral on the non-necessity of 
any temporal power was published in 1810. Bishop 
Rousseau is denounced in every form of invective. He 
is accused of getting one of his relatives made a baron 
de Tempire, us if Antonelli did not get his brother, the 
corn factor, made a Roman count, as Lambrusehini, 
Gregory's Vizier, did before him. Dupanloup taunts 
nis mitred predecessor with being vain of his pas- 
torals, as if the present wearer of that mitre did not 
think his own performances in that line worthy of an 
arm chair in the “ Academie,” to which they were his 
only credentials when he cagerly sought that distinc- 
tion. Another fault he finds with Bishop Rousseau, 
vi, he had the audacity to pen a pastoral strongly re- 
commending “ vaccination” to the peasantry, perhaps 
the most truly humane and sensible topic ever broached 
in such a document. He talks of hauling down 
Rousscau's portrait from the episcopal scries in the re- 
i sidence allotted by the State at Orleans, and denounces 
two other bishops who came after him, Raillon and De 
Jarente, for holding similar views. In fact, he turns 
from Grandguillot and other writers of the Paris press 
to roast his own co- prelates, and, as Tom Moore has it,

THE POPE AND THE EMPEROR. 

The /udepeadance states that the following letter has 
been addressed by the Pope to the Emperor Napoleon 
It will be seen that his Holiness refuses to surrender the 
Romagna: 

Sire. I received the letter which your Majesty has 
had the goodness to write to me, and Lreply to it without 
evasion and with an open heart. In commencing, I do 
not hide from niyselt the difficult position ot your 
Majesty; I see it in all its gravity. Your Majesty could 
leave this position by some decisive measure which per- 
haps excites your repugnance, and it is precisely be- 
cause you find yourself in this position that you advise 
me again, for the peace of Europe, to cede the insurgent 
provinces, while assuring me that the Towers will 
guarantee to the lope those which remain to him. 

“A project of this nature presents insurmountable 


“i 


difficultics, and to become convinced of it it is sufficient to 
reflect upon my situation, my sacred character, and 
the rights of the Holy See---rights which are not thos 
of a dynasty, but of all Catholics. The difficultics are 
insurmountable, because 1 cannot cede that which does 
not belong to me, and because I see but too clearly that 
the victory which would be given to the revolutionists 
of the Legations would serve asa pretext and encourage 
ment to the native and foreign revolutionists of the 
other provinces to play the same game, seeing the 
success of the first ; and when I sey revolutionists, | 
apeak of the least considerable and the most audacious 
part of the populations. 

‘The lowers you say will guarantee the rest ; but in 
the grave and extraordinary cases which are to ve fore- 
cen, and considering the numerous aids which the ip- 
habitants receive from without, will it be possible forthe 
Powers to use their force in an efficacious manner? 
that is not so, your Majesty will be persuaded with me 
that the usurpers of others’ goods, and the revolution- 


reasoning. 

However that may be, | am COTM lll to declare 
openly that | cannot cede the Legations without viola- 
ting the solemn oaths which bind me, without pro- 
ducing a disaster ard a shock in the other provinces, 
without bringing wrong and shame upon all ‘Catholics, 
without weakening the rights, not only of the Sovercigns 
of Italy. unjustly despoiled of their domains, but of the 
Sovereigns of the whole Christlan world, who cannot 
see the destruction of certain principles with indiffer- 
ence. 

“ Your Majesty makes the repose of Europe to depend 
upon the cession by the l'ope of the Legations which 
for fifty vears have caused so much embarrassment to 
the Pontifical Government ; but, as I promised in begin- 
ning this letter to apeak openly, let me be permitted to 
return the argument, Who can count the revolutions 
which have occurred in France during the last sixty- 
six „cars? But at the same time, who will dare to say 
to the great French nation, that fur the repose of 
Europe it is necessary to restrain the limits of the ein- 
pire? The argument proves too much, accordingly 
permit me to reject it. And, moreover, your Majesty is 
not ignorant by What persons, with what funds, with 
what support the late attemps at Bologna, Ravenna, and 
other cities, have been made. Almost the entire popu- 
lation remained terror-stricken at the movement, which 
no one expected, and which they were not disposed to 
follow, But your Majesty observes that if I had ac- 

cepted the project expressed in the letter which you 
sent me through M. Meneval, the insurgent provinces 
would be now under my authority. ‘To tell the truth, 
this letter was opposed to that with which you honoured 
me before the commencement of the Italian campaign, 
and in which you gave me consoling assurances without 
causing me any trouble. However, the letter to which 
— allude proposed to me in its first part a project as 
nadmissible as the present; and as to the sccond part, 
| have adopted it, as the documents consigned to the 
hands of your Ambassador at Rome will show. 

“ | see also this phrase of your Majesty's, that if] had 
accepted this project, I should have preserved my au- 
thority over these provinces—an expression which seems 
to denote that at the point at which we have arrived they 
are lost o me for ever. Sire, I pray you, in the name 
of the Church, and also in your own interest, so to act 
that my apprehension be not justified.

| the right to tell the whole truth to my sons, however 
elevated their position in the world. For the rest, I 
thank you for your friendly expressions in my regard, 
and for the assurance you give me that you wish to con- 
tinue to me the solicitude which you say you have had 
for me up to the present time. It only remains to me 
to pray to God to pour upon you, upon the Eupress, and 
upon the young Imperial —— the abundance of His

REVIEW OF THE CORN TRADE. 

Dos, Tuursoay Eventne.—This has been one of the 
worst winters on record for ploughing and other field work, 
The whole country between this and Cork is completely 
saturated with moisture, the rainfall having been unprece- 
dentedly great, in certain localities indicating full ten inches, 
Yesterday frost set in, and with such an intensity that to-day 
the feeling was that days of ordinary freezing had been con- 
centrated into a single night. The weather for the last week 
has assumed a very severe aspect in Scotland, and the ground 
in many parts is covered with snow to a greater depth than 
has been the case for years. The improvement in the trade 
so long predicted, and so patiently waited for, seems now at 
hand. The change for the better has been brought about in 
a natural way. The foreign importations, though liberal for 
the season of the year, are evidently lessening. The con 
sumption is large, and is telling. ‘The reports that reach us 
during these few days from the principal marts in Magland 
and Scotland have a decidedly healthy tone. From the 
greatly improved commercial position of Dublin, and owing 
to the scanty supplies we receive from our own farmers, we 
have for the last month been enabled to take from the 
south-east of England a very large amount of their 
wheat, ‘The arrivals into this port from Ipswich with this 
yrain are unprecedented. We cannot note a positive advance in 
wheat this week, but sales can) be made at prices not o¥tan.- 
able ten days ago, and we hear of a transaction to-day of 
2.000 barrels of Odessa, all Ghirka, at a price that has not 
transpired. Malting barley is getting into & small compass, 
and holders are inclined to raise their pretensions. nts sell 
more freely, the distillers being keen buyers of certain qua- 
lit ies, and the reports that reach us of the short supplies of 
feeding stuffs cross-channel gave a sharp tone to this market 
last Tuesday, yo that at a public sale of a cargo of white 
prepared in dispute on that day, under considerable disad- 
vantages to the article, the price obtained was men more 
than had been paid for them two months ago.
